Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' proposed amendment deletes the term "preventing," 
addresses the printed matter rejection and uses consisting of language in the claims to narrow the administration to 
oral and/or rectal administration routes; the consisting language also narrows the administration to specific rifalazil 
formulations. Applicants are of the view that the rectal and oral routes of administration obviates the IV administration 
by Michaelis and other agents in Chamberland. The amendment appears to overcome the prior art of record, but 
examiner will conduct further search to determine the patentability of the proposed amended claims when it is filed. It 
is sugested to applicants to file an RCE to afford the examiner to reconsider the proposed amendment. 
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
